Q. Our

Q. My rhododendron bushes lose 

strength every vear. although 
I keep the ground well cultivated 
and spread lime each spring 
What have I done wrong? L. T.S 


A, Rhododendrons have 


roots close to the surface of 


many 


the ground and should not be cul- 
tivated. Do not apply lime. for 
these shrubs need an acid soil 
Keep the whole root area covered 
with a permanent four-inch 
mulch of dead oak leaves or ever- 
green needles which will keep the 
soil acid. Correct the present 
alkaline condition by sprinkling 
the surface with finely ground 
sulphur at the rate of about 8 
pounds per 100 square feet, wash- 
ing it into the soil by slow but 


thorough watering. 


Q. What are the purplish pea- 


sized growths that appear 
where leaves of my tiger lilies are 
attached to the stalks? L. W.R. 
A. These are tiny bulbs and 
most of them fall to the 


ground in late summer, but some 


may root there, and eventually 
reach flowering size. To increase 
your stock, pick off the largest 
ones when they are about ready 
to drop. and plant them an inch 
or so deep. They will probably 


begin blooming in three years. 


Q. Should | spread plant-food 
mixture over my asparagus 
bed during the summer, or wait 


until next spring ¢ M.H.N 


A. Very early spring is the best 

time. Use about 3 pounds to 
each 100 square feet and distrib 
ute the mixture evenly between 
the rows, However. an application 
now will improve next year's 
crop, if the present bed is lack 
ing in fertility. Seratch it on 
very lightly with a rake to avoid 
injuring the asparagus roots then 
water well to dissolve the food 


and carry it down into the soil 


Q. My iris leaves, dotted with 

light-colored spots that are 
dark in the middle, are dying. 
What can I do? F.F.W. 


A. Apparently this is some sort 

of fungus leaf-spot disease 
Dusting with very finely ground 
sulphur may help but, for good 
control, pull off leaves this fall. 


Q. We want to plant some small 
pines and firs but when 


should we plant them? B. J. O'S. 


A, Early spring is excellent, but 

late summer is practically as 
good in most regions if you keep 
the soil around the trees deeply 
and regularly watered until it 
freezes for the winter; otherwise, 
wait until the frost comes out of 


the ground next spring.

phrase, juvenile delinquency, which 
calls up visions of a slummy street, a 
ragged, teen-age gang. It is apt to 
seem comfortably remote from your 
own young children, your (you hope) 
happy home It can't happen to me,’ 
is pleasant mental padding but no mat 
ter how young or how sheltered your 
children may be, they must play with 
their fellows, go to school with them 
eventually share the world with then 
as citizens. Delinquency is everyone's 
concern, and no family can feel secure 
in the knowledge that they are bringin 
up good human beings in good sur 
roundings as long as it exists in its pres 
ent terrifying proportions 
Terrifying? It has been estimated 
that 275.000 children under 18 come to 
juvenile courts every year, and we cat 
guess that several times that number 
come to the attention of the police via 
such so-called playful pranks as turn 
ing in false alarms, breaking windows 
and street lights, setting fires. FBI fig 
ures are incomplete for several reasons 
State and local police report only vol 
untarily; they list only those actually 
arrested and fingerprinted (and in some 
places children cannot be fingerprint 
Even so, their figures are stag 
gering. Last year, 118,426 young people 
under 21 were arrested and finger 
printed, Moreover percentages on re 


peat offenders rise alarmingly. At the 


age of 15, 14.8 per cent have a previous 
record; at 20, a total of 44 per cent. 
Clearly, delinquency is not outgrown 
like nail biting. 

Though it is true that the eruption of 
crime usually takes place in the teens 
it is absurd to imagine that a child may 
so to bed at twelve years a good little 
citizen, and wake up at thirteen a men 
ace to society. The long, sad history of 
misdemeanors usually begins at a very 
early age, and the signs could be found 
in any family—willful disobedience 
temper tantrums, general destructive 
ness. We know of cases of six- and eight 
year-old boys attempting to rob banks 
und committing other acts of larceny 

Pinpointing the causes o delinquen 
cy is harder than recognizing it once it 
has started. We blame poverty inade 
quate housing, broken homes, the lack 
of recreational facilities, and the state 
of the world, and we are right on all 
counts. Nor can we change such basic 
facts of our time in a moment. What we 
can begin to work on at once is the fam 
ily relationship. Authorities place the 
final responsibility squarely in the laps 
of parents, and it’s a responsibility no 
parent can well ignore. We know from 
psychologists that early environment is 
important in determining personality 
and most of us make sincere efforts to 
provide the best one we can. The flaw 
lies in thinking of environment solely 


as a matter of food and clothing. an

adequate rooftree. There is such a thing 
as a poor emotional climate. It is nat 
ural to hesitate in setting oneself up as 
a self appointed censor in the home, 
forbidding certain movies, comic books 
and radio programs. But it is often just 
as risky to leave the choice of your chil- 
dren’s mental food to those whose taste 
is, at best, questionable. Sensational 
movies trashy comic books are coarsen 
ing to young minds and jarring to young 
nerves, So is the continual preoccupa 
tion with tommy guns and murder 
in-miniature play. Admittedly, the turn 
ing of a child’s interest away from such 
things calls for the nicest tact, the most 
loving ruidance toward more profit 
able channels. But it is always worth it 

Perhaps even more difficult is the real- 
ization of the importance of a good ex 
ample. If we ourselves are avid readers 
of newspapers that devote an enormous 
amount of space to crime news, glorify 
ing in a sense the exploits of criminals, 
if we allow ourselves to boast of the 
successful infringement of minor points 
of law—speeding. a fixed parking tick 
et, doing Uncle Sam out of his just de 
serts on the income tax——we are creat 
ing poor models for those little miemics, 
our children. We cannot expect them 
to grow up into what we ourselves are 
not—law-abiding citizens. 

Nor can we hope to be protected by 
the facts of geography, for nobody can 
prove that delinquency flourishes in one 
locality more than another. Gambling 
and narcotic rings are big-city vices, but 
rural areas have their own problems. 
There is often the distinction between 
the right and wrong side of the tracks 
which makes a permanent basis for 
taunts of inferiority; and it is precisely 
the sense of inadequacy, of not “belong- 
ing” which turns children to acts of 
vandalism which are their obscure but 
effective method of getting even. 

We have said, and it is profoundly

WINDOW SHOPPING 


Our new use of the window in home design is 


today’s real building news! No longer is it re 
garded as a mere hole punched through a wall 
its position and size determined for exterior 
appearance alone. The window has taken on a 
new importance and, more than any other single 
factor, is helping us express true contemporary 
living In fact, this re-evaluation of the window 
seems certain to dictate a completely new, all 
American style of architecture 

Such news 18 encouraging bec ause it is 80 
right. For too long we've industriously copied 
the rigid restrictions of tradition, keying house 
design to clichés long obsolete a good archae 
ological job perhaps, but one which certainly 
overlooked changing patterns in family living 
and the immense strides being made by modern 
manufacturing genius. 

Today we have a new concept of space, one 
partially brought about by homes that are 
smaller than ever before, because of skyrocket 
ing property and building costs. Then, too 
home living now extends beyond the confines 
of four walls to include garden, terrace, and 
even the neighborhood itself. Life outdoors is 
just as important as that around the family 
hearth. Only a house with a sense of openness 
with stature beyond its mere square-foot area 
and, above all, one that can unite our dual out 
side-inside existence will satisfy the present-day 
home builder. 

Windows, therefore, take on a new impor 
tance because they alone can satisfy these three 


needs. Properly placed and selected they can

achieve an illusion of spaciousness even in the 
most minimum of houses They can open up 
our homes so that views of garden or terrace 
are with us all year round. And, when neces 
sary, afford privacy at the same time 

Best of all, this new use of windows need 
not limit us to any one style of architecture 
rather, it actually affords greater flexibility of 
choice. The petty conceits of strict tradition 
balance for balance sake and the lot-—will play 
no part in our new homes. Today, we plan 
from within, making every square inch of wall 
und floor space pay for itself in comfort and 
efliciency 

The proper selec tion and plac ing of windows 
ure important matters when planning a home 
If you plan a garden or terrace at the rear of 
your lot, consider the possibilities of picture 
sash or, if the budget can afford it, an entire 
window wall, which will reward you with a 
constantly changing natural mural. However, 
a combination of fixed sash and open sash may 
be the realistic solution. Remember that large 
areas of glass can make a room look twice its 
size, and eliminate glare so often caused by 
conventional window treatments. Use any type 
of combination of windows to gain this new 
brightness—double hung, casement, awning, o 
fixed—but the region in which you live, or the 
neighborhood, may dictate this choice to some 
extent. If you live where climatic conditions 
are extreme, insulating glass can be a wise 
economy and, although more expensive than 
ordinary glass, it will pay for itself in comfort.

IN MIND SIZE OF YOUR 


HOUSE, BUDGET, AND PERSONAL PREFERENCE 


If you plan a living-kitchen—many houses 
vithout dining rooms spotlight the kitchen as 
1 social family center—make it as bright and 
comfortable as possible. Long batteries of win 
lows will create a cheerful atmosphere, and 
regular sash can be supplemented by long rib 
bon windows between counter and wall cabinets 
to brighten up the work areas. 

Ribbon sash, plac ed high on a wall, will 
afford plenty of light and ventilation in bed 
rooms or bath and, at the same time, give 
needed privac y They also make possible a 
more flexible furniture arrangement. This type 
ol sash 8 € Sp cially b nehie ial in the very small 
house on a narrow lot since most bedrooms are 
ut the side, facing a neighboring house. 

The same facts hold true for every other 
room in the house W indows can make the defi 
nition between outdoors and indoors hardly 
noticeable, or they can add privacy and bright- 
ness at the same time. 

Let’s examine, then, the kinds of windows 
available today—-some will be familiar, others 
strange. An important point to remember is 
that many good windows are backed by asso 
ciations. Each uses a special stamp or seal of 
approval to show those windows which meet 
certain standards. Look for this stamp when 
buying: wood sash should bear the stamp of 
the National Woodwork Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, while sizes and specifications for metal 
windows are co-ordinated by the Aluminum 
Window Manufacturers’ Association or the 


Metal Window Institute. 


SLIDING WINDOW 


One of the most familiar types of windows, 
one that was used for centuries in traditional 
homes, is the double-hung window. Available 
in both wood and metal, this kind of sash is 
divided into an upper and lower section, each 
section sliding up and down past the other 
Until recently, this movement was controlled 
and balanced by weights attached to either 
ropes or chains at eac h side of the window 
frame, but today many manufacturers have sub- 
stituted mechanical friction devices. Double 
hung sash comes in a variety of sizes and can 
be adapted to any style of present-day archi 
tecture. The many-paned sash inherited from a 
bygone era is losing favor with modern design 
ers and is being replaced by sash with fewer 
larger panes. The latter, very acceptable in con 
temporary houses, is available in stock sizes 
and is being fabricated by many prominent 
manufacturers. It not only offers better visi- 
bility but is much easier to clean. 

Casement windows, either wood or metal, are 
hinged to the frame at either side, and swing 
out or in to provide 100 percent ventilation. 
The operation is generally controlled by a 
crank-operated ratchet. Since most casement 
sash swing out for better weather tightness, 
screens used on such windows are provided 
with holes to accommodate the ratchet handle. 
Although once identified with traditional archi- 
tecture, the casement window design is definite- 
ly keeping step with the times and can be 
readily used in any type of house today. Here,

Not so Vera 
Berry, an enterprising young New Yorker who lingered, saw the 
difficulties, and with rare ability solved them. In a triumph of ap- 
parent magic, her treatment of the window gives her both privacy 
and the illusion of a view (see below for how the trick was done).

business. That extra incentive came to Michael and Jackie Wynne 
Willson the hard way. Michael, who is English, took his American 
bride back to England after they were married, but its austerities 


shortly put them in the front ranks of a new generation of pio 


neers, those young people from Europe's war-saddened countries 
who've come to the United States in search of a happier, more 
secure life. Like many a pioneer before them, they found the first 


steps tougher than they'd bargained for—-at one moment, Mi 
chael, once of the RAF, was selling brushes on the streets of New 
York—but they found their feet at last in a part of the country 
that looked—and felt—right to them. New England, of course. 
After a look at its tidy villages, its rock-walled fields, they knew 
where they wanted to live. How was another matter. The solution 


came in a curious form a serious siege of pneumonia for Mi 


chael. Acting on the sound principle that nothing is as stimulating 


to the convalescent as a taste of home, Jackie looked up an old 


recipe of his mother’s, made him up a batch of English marmalade 


that bitter-sweet concoction which, along with kippers and a 
cup of good strong India tea, is the chief delight of a true Eng- 
lish breakfast. Its taste proved no less pleasing to visiting Amer 
ican friends, and so the idea for a business was born. There is 
something about being in business for yourself that suggests a 
home in the country.

Furnishing was an embar- 
rassment until Michael’s mother sent them some pieces 
from her home in England—pieces as well suited to their 
Colonial surroundings as the sort of furniture that made 
the same voyage two hundred years ago. From their orig- 
inal eight jars a day, the Wynne-Willsons have progressed 
to two hundred. They still do all the cooking and packag- 
ing themselves, still use the simplest of processes—fruits, 
sugar, and water brewed in open kettles over slow heat. 
But they now sell through S. S. Pierce in Boston, Bellows 
in New York, have a constantly expanding mail-order 
business.

SEASONAL COLOR 


he plan below, in a prosaic black and white drawing, is designed to make you 

a full-color, full-blooming border forty feet long and seven feet 
wide, guaranteed to flower through each succeeding season from early spring 
to late fall. In a garden of the proper size, and assuming you had about the 
same proportions of sun and shade, you could use the plan as shown. But its 
principles (the heavy use of perennials for continuous flowering, annuals 
planted to fill out at the right moment) could be applied with equal success 
to smaller gardens, adapted to special problems. You may divide its length— 
or its width—in half, and still count on any portion of the border to do you 
proud. For a wider variety of possible flower choices, and some hints on 


how color and mass will work out in actual planting practice, turn the page.

In the panoramic picture above, you'll see how the three 
main centers of activity dovetail into one another, making a smooth pattern of work 
from refrigerator to sink to stove, with counters between; the washer and dryer off 
center—and out of the way—as you want them. At right is an optional storage wall 
that’s a little miracle of stored convenience. would complete the picture of a kitchen 
as the most self-sufficient room in the house. Storage space is the keystone of our 
three-point planning. You know that quantity buying is cheaper, how time-consum- 
ing is the last-minute dash to the store. What you often don’t know is where to fit 
in the extras, how to organize supplies into an easy-to-find’ plan. (For the way your

Next, make the sauce for the waffles, and 
keep it warm on the stove until you are 
ready to serve. Pour the juice from 1 No. 
2% can of black pitted cherries into a 
saucepan and heat. Add the strained juice 
of 1 lemon and % cup granulated sugar; 


simmer gently until the mixture begins to 
thicken. Add the cherries, making sure 
they are warmed through before serving 
over the waffles. 


For the waffles, measure 1 cup sifted flour, 
then resift with 2 teaspoons baking pow- 
der, 1 teaspoon soda, teaspoon salt, and 
1 teaspoon sugar. Beat 3 egg yolks until 
they are light, mix well with 2 cups of 
thick sour cream. Combine the egg mixture 
with the dry ingredients, then fold in 3 
stifly beaten egg whites. Bake in the waffle 
iron according to directions.

The counter tops will be cleared when you 
call the family to lunch, since this meal 
comes half out of the oven, half out of the 
refrigerator. Hard-cook six eggs; when cool 
enough, split and mash the yolks. In the 
meantime, sauté % pound of mushrooms 
(or 1 can), and 2 or 3 scallions, chopped 
fine, in 3 tablespoons of butter until they 
are soft. Add 1 teaspoon of finely chopped 
parsley and chives (optional). Work this 
mixture into the egg yolks, season with 
salt and pepper to taste, blend thoroughly. 
Fill the egg whites with this mixture, lay 
in a buttered baking dish. Over this pour 
1% cups of cream sauce to which you have 
added 4 tablespoons of grated cheese. Top 
with a sprinkling of grated cheese, and 
bake in a hot oven (400° F.) for about 15 
minutes, or until brown. 





For the main dish, melt 2 tablespoons 
shortening in a heavy iron skillet. Add 1 
pound cubed round steak (lightly sprinkled 
with flour), 4 sliced medium onions, 1 
medium bunch small carrots, sliced very 
thin, 1 pinch orégano, 1 pinch marjoram, 
1 bay leaf, % teaspoon paprika, salt and 
pepper. Sauté until meat is very light 
brown. Remove to casserole; barely cover 
mixture with Chianti wine. Bake in oven 
at 400° F. for 45 minutes. Add 1 can of 
button mushrooms 15 minutes before dish 
comes out of oven. 


For your tossed salad, use a slightly differ- 
ent dressing. Squeeze % cup of lime juice, 
and add it to % cup olive or salad oil, salt, 
pepper, and a pinch of dry mustard. 


For the cheese sticks, use a package of pie- 
crust mix and add % cup of grated sharp 
cheese. Roll out on a floured board to 4” 
thick, and cut in 6” strips. Twist 2 strips 
together, pinching at the top so they look 
like a braid. Bake in the hot oven with egg 
dish for the last 8 minutes. Or, cut toast 
into strips, sprinkle with grated cheese, 
and melt under the broiler. 


Cucumbers for the salad need not be peeled 
since the green gives a crisp effect. Quarter 
} or 4 small tomatoes, and place alternate- 
ly with slices of cucumber on a bed of 
shredded lettuce. Pour over this % cup of 
mayonnaise, flavored with 1 tablespoon of 
tarragon vinegar, and 2 tablespoons of 
salad or olive oil. Garnish with chopped 
scallions or parsley. 














Use any basic recipe for the custard but, 
before baking, coat the dish with caramel. 
Heat 1 cup of sugar in a heavy pan over 
a moderate fire until melted. Gradually 
add % cup of water, and boil until well 
blended and brown. Pour the caramel into 
custard cups, turning each cup around as 
you pour until the bottom and sides are 
well coated. When the caramel is set, pour 
in the custard mixture, and bake (about 
45 minutes) in a pan of water until a knife 
inserted in the center comes out clean. 


As your dinner is about done, let the fam- 
ily go to work spreading hot toast with 
herb butter: a tablespoon of chopped pars- 
ley and chopped scallions, well blended 
into about 4 pound of butter.

CARE KEEPS A 


RANGE 


LOOKING 


NEW 


y ou have a new kitchen range. Do you want it to stay just as bright 
and sparkling as the day it was installed? Well, it can and it will 
if you remember—and practice—these few simple rules. Proper care is 
the answer. 

Clean surface with damp cloth when range is cool. Ranges have a 
porcelain finish and porcelain is glass fused onto steel. You know what 
happens when a hot glass is placed in cold water. The same thing 
occurs when a cold wet cloth is applied to hot porcelain, It will even- 
tually chip and crack. Finish washing the dishes. By that time the 
range is cool enough for you to clean. 

Wipe off spilled acid food immediately. Use a damp cloth if the 
range is cool, a dry cloth or paper towel if the range is hot. Range 
surfaces are acid-resistant but not acidproof. Let the boiled-over rhu- 
barb or the tomato soup that dripped down the side of the ladle remain 
on that gleaming range surface and see what happens. A dull, rough 
impression is made which cannot be removed. You may want to place 
a decorative pad on the work space of the range to protect it from 
marks and scratches. 

Scour spill pans with a mild abrasive or scouring pad. The simplest 
way to keep spill pans clean is to use small amounts of water in cook- 
ing. with as low heat as possible; for in spite of your best intentions, 
pots will boil over occasionally. It’s then that you dunk the spill pans 
into the dish pan and scour briskly with your scouring pad. If the 
range pans have a dark enamel or porcelain finish avoid scrubbing in 
extremely hot or cold water 

Clean oven after each use. You'll save hours later if you spend minutes 
as soon as the oven has cooled in removing the charred bits of scalloped 
potatoes, or the juice from an apple pie that may have dripped to the 
bottom of the oven. If your range is electric, remember that the lower 
heating element can be quickly removed for easy cleaning. Here again 
a quick rub with a mild abrasive makes short work of oven cleaning. 
One caution: never place the oven element in water. The upper heating 
element in your electric range needs no special attention from you. 
If fat from the steak you are broiling spatters on the heating element, 
it will burn itself clean. 

Broiling hamburgers for the gang or roasting a huge turkey may make 
the oven walls and door greasy. A quick beauty treatment is the appli- 
cation of ammonia. Place a pan with a little ammonia in it, or a cloth 
soaked in ammonia, on a rack in the oven for an hour or two. The 
fumes from the ammonia cut the grease and simplify your cleaning job. 
Of course you'll see that the spill tray and the drawers of the range are 
cleaned when necessary. The chrome trim stays bright when you wipe 
it with a damp cloth. Then polish lightly with a towel. 

You have every reason to feel proud of your new range. Give it a little 
attention every day and you'll be proud of it for years to come.

rT 
N, garden herb is more co-oper 


ative than sweet basil. Plucked 
out of the garden it has a real 
affinity for tomatoes picked at the 
same time. Combined with other 
greens it is provocative in a cool 
ing salad 

Basil legends are as contradic 
tory as the herb itself is depend 
able. In ancient Greece the herb 
was a symbol of hatred and yet 
the Greek word from which the 
name comes means royal. Make 
something of that if you like. The 
Greeks thought that basil had to 
be planted with epithets and 
abusive phrases. Can't you hear 
some togaed agrarian cast out the 
seed with a “Take that you old so 
and-so basil!” Too bad we can’t 
have a tape recording of such 
calumny 

At the same time, right across 


the narrow lonian Sea, basil was 


considered the herb of love. As 
such it was nurtured tenderly and 
harvested by romantics. The Ital 
ian signorina who accepted a 
«prig of basil from a swain was as 
gvod as betrothed. The herb. they 
say, makes any recipient fall in 
love with the giver. Worth a try if 
you are having heart throbs 
Though in some places in the 
world basil has been used as a 
witch-dispeller, in the Far East it 
is considered holy. To the Hindus 
it is known as tulasi, herb of the 


god Vishnu, and is a sacred plant 


symbolizing sanctity. Tulasi is 
grown in every garden in India 
and the leaves are strewn on 
corpses in religious rites. It is con 
sidered lucky in the East to build 
a home on a site where tulasi has 
grown in profusion. 

Although certain sources claim 
that basil is native to the East 
Indies the largest commercial 
fields are at Malabar (in Western 
India), also famed for its pepper 

Here, in this country and cen 
tury, basil is easy to grow in an 
herb garden. Apparently it has 
mellowed with the years because 
in the 17th century. Francis Bacon 
reported a belief that basil, left 
to sunbake in too hot a spot, would 
turn itself into wild thyme. There's 
another old story that basil stub 
bornly refused to grow near rue 
an innocucus herb with which it 
gets along amicably in contem 
porary gardens. Green-thumb peo 
ple can keep basil flourishing in 
pots 52 weeks of the year, and find 
the home-grown crop useful in the 
kitchen for 365 days 

rhrough the ages. basil has con 
sistently been a prized culinary 
herb. It is a happy addition to any 
recipe requiring /es fines herbes 


Chefs and herb authorities may 


give variable lists of fines herbes, 
but go ahead and count in basil 
even if the experts don’t all agree. 

Sprinkle basil on fish, hot or 
cold, and soups, too. Use basil in 
a puffy omelet, and add a finely 
chopped leaf to your next deviled 
egg filling. Baked eggs are at their 
best if you add basil to the cream 
sauce you pour over the eggs. Ex- 
periment with basil-and-butter on 
various vegetables, summer squash 
for example. 

Feeling as I do about basil with 
tomatoes I have to pass along a 
simple recipe combining the two: 

TOMATO FREEZE 
Combine 

1 medium-sized can of tomato 

juice 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

4 teaspoon Worcestershire 

sauce 

Three or four leaves of fresh 

basil, chopped fine 

Put in refrigerator tray for two 
or three hours. Stir frequently to 
keep from getting icy. The mix 
ture should be mushy when you 
serve it as a first course in sher- 
bet glasses. Naturally. you add a 
sprig of basil to each serving for 
effect and scent. This is an easy- 
to-make first course for an early 
fall lunch or supper.

PLAN NOW FOR 
WINTER GARDENS 


lL, won't be long now before gar- 
dens in the northern half of the 
country will stage their final show 
and dig in for the winter. There 
and in many southern states as 
well. the time has come to start 
making plans for indoor plants 
that will carry at least some of 
their fresh-air cousins’ beauty and 
appeal right through the inclem- 
ent months ahead 

Perhaps the first step is to look 
around the house or apartment 
for places where you would like 
to have plants, and decide how 
suitable they are for the purpose 
Most flowering kinds need two or 
more hours of sunlight a day in 
order to do well, which usually 
means a location very close to a 
south, east, or west window. Lack- 
ing such a place, you had better 
not count on much in the way of 
bloom, and concentrate on kinds 
whose main attraction lies in their 
foliage. Really dark places, how- 
ever, should be avoided as a rule, 
for few things worth having will 
be happy there for any length of 
time. At the end of this article 
you'll find a list of available 
plants adapted to the various light 
conditions usually encountered 

On the whole, window locations 
are definitely the most desirable. 
If the inside ledge is five or more 
inches wide, plants in individual 
pots can be set upon it, prefer- 
ably with shallow saucers under- 
neath to keep the sill clean and 
free of water leakage. For narrow 
sills, you can buy metal trays sup- 
ported by brackets which will 
widen the space sufficiently for 
most pots. Still a third possibility 
is regular indoor window boxes 
filled with soil in which the plants 
can be set without bothering about 
pots. Some of these are equipped 
with self-watering devices which 
considerably simplify the job of 
sufficient 


maintaining moisture. 


Another excellent idea is to use 
plate-glass shelves extending clear 
across the window and supported 
by brackets attached to the casing 
at each end. These are good for 
small plants in lightweight pots. 

If you want to frame the win- 
dow with ivy or some other climb- 
ing vine, it will be simple to make 
narrow support trellises of light 
wood, painted the same color as 
the window casing and extending 
up both sides and across the top. 

If there is a radiator directly 
under the window. by all means 
keep a piece of asbestos beard on 
top of it, enough to cover it com- 
pletely from end to end and suffi- 
ciently wide to touch the room 
wall and project a couple of 
inches beyond the radiator’s inner 
side. This will ward off most of 
the dry heat which, were it to rise 
directly against the plants, would 
do them far more harm than good. 

Plant stands or tables placed 
close to windows at about the level 
of the lowest pane offer many op- 
portunities for pleasing arrange- 
ments of potted plants. The prin- 
cipal problem is to have them har- 
monize with the color scheme and 
trim materials of the room. Unless 
the surfaces are waterproof and 
immune to scratches, they won't 
come unscathed through the wear 
and tear of supporting your in- 
door garden 

And speaking of pots, the best 
from the standpoint of plant 
health are the reddish-brown clay 
ones with drainage holes in the 
bottom, which have been standard 
items in every gardener’s life for 
generations. They have the advan- 
tage of being inexpensive as well 
as practical. If you don't care for 
their color you can paint them 
with ordinary house paint. This 
will last through the season and, 
if you do not use it on the inside, 
will have no ill effects on plants. 
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Glazed pottery and glass con- 
tainers in more or less decorative 
designs may look well, but unless 
they have bottom holes for the es- 
cape of excess water, they are 
tricky to 


manage. With large 


plants, such as are frequently set 
in glazed, watertight jardinieres, 
your best plan is to install the 
plant in a standard clay .pot that 
will fit inside the ornamental con- 
tainer and rest on a couple of one- 
inch wooden blocks to permit the 


drainage hole to do its duty.

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September is also the time to 
decide on what kind of soil your 
plants will need, and where you 
can get it. It's foolish to scrape up 
any old kind of dirt you can find. 
What practically all house plants 
need is a moderately rich, crum- 
bly mixture that retains moisture 
well, and will not pack hard even 
after repeated waterings. It will 
consist of humus, average garden 
soil, and some gritty mineral sub- 
stance that will help maintain a 


reasonably porous texture. For 


humus you can use peat moss, 
rotted tree leaves, or the crumbly 
mixture from a compost pile. Ver- 
miculite and coarse sand are both 
excellent for mineral need 
Much of the success of in-the- 
house gardening depends upon the 
temperature, humidity, and venti- 
lation of the room where the 
plants are kept, especially after 
the heat is turned on in the fall. 
A temperature ranging between 
sixty degrees at night and the low 
seventies during the day is the 
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best. Most places, unless they are 
air conditioned, lack enough hu- 
midity for perfect plant health, 
but this can be overcome to a con- 
siderable extent with one of the 
small portable humidifiers. Even 
plain metal water containers, 
hung on the backs of the radiators 
or placed on top of them, will 
modify the dryness of the air. 

Plenty of fresh air is also im- 
portant, so provide as much of it 
as you can without subjecting the 
plants to cold drafts.

Double insulating glass in place 
of ordinary glass will also help 
prevent heat losses during the 
winter months and keep rooms 
cool in summer by blocking the 
hot sun's rays.

With this control, varying in pro- 
jection and angle in different lo- 
calities, supplementary solar heat 
can be obtained, a factor that 
will go a long way toward econ- 
omies in fuel consumption.

There's something 
about pyrchasing an original 
painting which throws otherwise 
quite normal people into a triple- 
lizzy Suc h an experienc e should 
be pleasant, even exciting, and 
certainly not the cause of an ex- 
treme case of the dithers. We re- 
fer not to investment in a master- 
piece, past or present, but to the 
purchase of a picture compe tently 
painted, modestly priced. Nothing 
could seem simpler, but the idea 
is terrifying to many people. 

If you are picture-shy, there is 
no better time than now for a 
change of art. For example, while 
vacationing, look at paintings 
with an eye to buy. This year’s 
reminder of your summer holiday 
can be a painting instead of a 
knickknack. 

Unless yours is a knapsack 
vacation in the wilds, you will be 
able to see plenty of pictures 
marked For Sale. Artists exhibit 
in summer theater lobbies, in re- 
sort shops, in tea rooms. Outdoor 
art shows are popular from La- 
guna Beach to Greenwich Village. 
The first time you think “I like 
that picture” ask its price. If the 
canvas is the work of an estab- 
lished artist, the price may be 
prohibitive to you. On the other 
hand, you may be lucky and get 
a picture to treasure for an entire 
lifetime at a pittance 

Don’t worry about whether you 
are going to like the picture for- 
ever. The chances are fifty-fifty 
that you will. What if you don’t? 
You are not making a major in- 
vestment. nor consciously adding 
a choice painting to a fabulous 
collection. You are buying a pic- 
ture to take home and hang on 
your walls, 

Haven't you heard friends say, 


| “We bought that picture on Cape 


Cod one summer”? Lots of peo- 
ple have formed the picture-buy- 
ing habit at Provincetown, Mass., 
and similar communities all over 
the country. In places that are 


half-resort, half-artists’ colony, it 





is easy to meet artists, most of 
whom are delighted to have you 
come to their studios. You talk 
pictures, you look at pictures, and 
all of a sudden there’s one that 
you can't do without. Any paint- 
ing bought that way will give you 
added pleasure. By the way, it 
isn't necessary to be on vacation 
to visit an artist’s studio. Have 
you made the rounds in your own 
hometown? 

When motoring you may be 
lured into a roadside auction or 
an intriguing antique shop. If you 
are told that a picture is an orig- 
inal oil by Turner, Constable, or 
Rembrandt, don't believe it, but 
buy the painting anyway if you | 
like it. The chances of discovering 
a rare old master at some of the 
out of the way spots are one in a 
trillion. The probabilities of find- 
ing a picture you want to own are 
very good. 

Under no circumstances take 
into consideration whether your 
friends will approve of whatever 
picture you buy. You are the one 
who must be happy with what 
hangs on your walls. Your friends 
will have a variety of opinions 
and reactions whether the picture 





is a reproduction of a famous 
painting bought from the most 
reputable art shop, or the work of 
an unknown. So let your own 
taste be your guide; buy a pic: | 
ture of your own choice. | 

Try to overcome the idea that 
purchasing a picture is an extrav- 
agance. Consider only those paint- 
ings with tabs that tally with your | 
budget. If $5 is your limit, you 
can find something within it. The 
picture may not be big, but you | 
will have had the fun of finding 
it and judging it for yourself. The 
paintings you enjoy the most will 
be ones for which you will have 
to sacrifice a little. If you have to 
forego a spree to pay for your pic- 
ture, you won't regret the deci- 
sion.

Q. | have just moved my refrig 

erator to a new location and 
find that the side that was against 
a wall has turned yellow and 
brown in spots. Scrubbing will not 
remove the stains and the enamel 
is roughened. Is there an acid 
to bleach out the spots and re 
store the original color? A. P 


A. An acid will not help. and 
would probably destroy the 
enamel. This sounds like rust to 
us—probably caused by moisture 
working through a defect in the 
enamel and eating beneath it into 
the steel shell of the unit. The best 
remedy is to sandpaper off the 
side and apply a coat of heavy 
quick-drying. white enamel. 


Q. When we bought our house 

we noticed that the cellar was 
wet, and an inch of water at one 
end. The builder said this came 
from a storm while the house was 
being built. He laid a cove of 
cement along the walls where 
they meet the floor. but we still 
get water after a rainstorm. How 
can we stop this? Mrs. E. B 


A, The best remedy for this is to 

buy a gallon of waterproofing 
compound and coat the walls 
about two or three feet above floor 
level. Work it well into cove you 
mention and carry it out on the 
floor for a foot. Buy a penetrat 
ing waterproofer, not a coating 


Q, I received an estimate of 

$300 for laying a new con 
crete floor over our 20 x 20 cellar 
which is badly cracked. This 
seems very high to me. A handy 
man says that he can do the job in 
a day if I get the material. A.T 


A. Fifty dollars should be more 

than enough for the needed 
cement, sand, and stone. Use a 
one-twe-three mix with a minimum 
of water. A day should be ample 
time for the work. Old concrete 
should be thoroughly roughened, 
and well soaked with water before 
the new material is spread. 


Q, For years | have been drying 
*" wash in our attic, but since 
we had a new composition shingle 
laid over the old wood shingles 
nothing dries out and the attic is 
damp and musty from the wet 
clothes. It would appear to me 
that the attic should be better 
with the new roof. Can you ex 


plain this? Mrs. C. R. 


\, Woed shingles are 
laid over shingling-strips and 
the attic 


usually 


gets plenty of air cireu 
lation and ventilation. The new 
composition shingles have sealed 
it tight. The remedy is to have a 
louver cut through the walls at 
each end of the attic to restore 
the ventilation 


QO. We have a handsome curving 
“staircase leading up from our 
living room. Made of chestnut, it 
is covered with several coats of 
paint and varnish stain, which I 
want to remove, and then finish 
the stair in a natural tone. How 
can I do this with the minimum of 


upset and dirt? Mrs. K. N 


\. Use a hand-sanding machine 

and a hook-scraper to get in 
to corners. Put coarse sandpaper 
in the machine for first heavy 
sanding and finish with semi-fine 
paper. Have the vacuum cleaner 
at hand and use it frequently 
For a finish, use white shellac. 


Q. Lown a house with an expan- 

sion attic which I intend to 
fix up into three rooms with dor- 
mer windows. Can you tell me 
how to construct a dormer? I am 
interested in the rough framing 
part of the job. . W

Hee no qualms about building an extra bathroom, because an area 
as small as five by seven feet is adequate—the end of a long hall, the 
room where you house sewing machine, mops, and brooms; or a closet 
Know what you want, but don’t attempt to remodel on your own. To 
save money and effectively utilize the available space, ask the advice of 
a master plumber who knows the local plumbing codes, can make sug 
gestions, and do the actual installation. And use good materials! 
There are correctly designed and well-made fixtures for every possible 
size bathroom and for every possible space arrangement. Rectangular 
bathtubs come in 44", 5’, and 542’ lengths. Widths vary from 27” to 
324%”. and heights range from 14” to 16”. All sizes feature lots of flat 
surface, such as lower, broader rims to hold toilet articles 
The receptor bathtab is 42” x 31” x 12”, has a built-in seat, a flat 
bottom, and a non-splash rim which also serves as a safety handhold 
It is usually used with a shower attachment. Other square-shaped bath 
tubs come in larger sizes: 48” x 46” x 16”, 48” x 49%” x 1549”, and 
18” x 48” x 1514”. These, too, generally function in conjunction with 
a shower, and some feature two integral seats 
If you decide on a shower rather than a bathtub, there is a shower 
cabinet as small as 32” square. The corner shower cabinet is also 
available, measures as little as 36” along each wall. Shower stalls are 
shipped knocked-down for economy; all are leakproof, extremely 
durable, have stainproof and non-slip receptors. 
Lavatories come as small as 18” x 15” with a 144%” x 9” basin, and 
a depressed seap retainer. Slightly larger sizes have attached chromium- 
plated brass leg supports and towel racks; some have oval basins, some 
rectangular, and some the new D-shape with the straight side toward 
the user. You may prefer a corner lavatory: they come 16” x 16”, 17” 
x 17”, and one 17” on the sides and 20” front and back. They have 
raised back ledges or flat tops for temporary storage of toilet articles 
You also have a wide choice when you select the water closet. Al 
though they all measure about the same, the styles vary: washdown, 
reverse trap, and siphon jet, and their cost progresses in that order 
If your remodeling job is to be an elaborate one, walls and floors 
can be of ceramic tile, or you might use glass—clear crystal, mirror 
backed or opaque—on the walls. Glass brick is durable and very at 
tractive if it is on the outside of the house. To keep costs down, walls 
may be of Keen's cement 
plaster, painted or cov 
ered with waterproof 
wallpaper. Floors can be 
economically covered 
with linoleum of plain or 
patterned design, or in 
laid for longer life 
A fluorescent tube on 
each side of, or across 
the top of the lavatory 
mirror will give plenty of 
light.
